. The most striking feature in connection with the 
miscellaneous tax collections for the nine months was 
the increase in 1929 of the taxes on cigarettes. Total 
collections were $247,096,852.40 in 1929 as agaiist | 
$223,467 ,891.55 in 1928, a gain of $23,628,960.85. 
The number of cigarettes produced upon which taxes 
were levied continued to increase and in March this 
year totaled 8,689,510.413, as agains: 8,470,466,373 
in the same month of 1928. Taxes on pipes and 
chewing tobacco returned $1,679,049 less revenue for 
the’ nine months.

President Hoover could look farther and find 
less of a man for governor-general of the Philippines 
than. Dwight W. Davis, St. Louis, former secretary 
of war. 

The post which the executive is secking to fill 
with a man who will shower credit upon the admin- 
istration as well as benefit for the Filipinos is one of 
the most important in the executive department. It 
pays more than any other position in the government 
except the presidency itself, but this, in America, 1s 
no criterion of its importance. Where that job bears 
‘most heavily upon the American welfare, is in the| 
growing ambition of the Filipino to cast off his lead- 
ing strings and in the firm conviction of all scnsible| 

Americans that it is too early in the development of 
the island race for solo flights. 

Mr. Davis, should he accept the offer, will occu- 
py an office that has been graced by several men of 
exceedingly great ability. Taft and Wood are out- 
standing in their able handling of a difficult but not 
overmastéringly hatd job. Davis will carry to Manila 
the advantage of having had contact with the prob- 
lem through the war department, which administers 
the islands through its bureau of insular affairs. . 

It is perhaps significant for’the future of this na- 
tion, that this bureau has been-included in the mili- 
tary, rather than the naval department. Some other 
islands of less economic importance—in fact of such 
little economic value that their strategic value is their 
all—are governed by officers of the navy. |
